Overtures Denied, but in 
Geneva Proposal Is 
Regarded Sure. 


CRUISER SUPREMACY 
UPHELD BY BRITAIN 


Other Powers Asked to Open 
Washington Accord; U. S. 
Under Press Attack. 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 24 (By 
A. P.).—The possibility that the Ameri- 
can Government and people may soon 
have to decide whether they wish to 
negotiate a perpetual peace pact with 
Japan is now looming as an outgrowth 
of the tripartite naval conference at 
Geneva. 

The Japanese delegates to the con- 
ference deny that they have made any 
overtures on this subject and Hugh 8. 
Gibson, head of the American delega- 
tion, has made a similar denial, but 
the impression nevertheless prevails in 
authoritative circles that Admiral Vis- 
count Saito, head of the Japanese dele- 
gation and a close counselor of the 
emperor, may suggest some sort of 
treaty outlawing war bewteen Japan 
and the United States to supplement 
the four-power pacific pact which was 
created at the Washington Conference 
as a substitute for the ner <s* gtanenante 
alliance. 

It is believed that before making 
any overtures officially, the Japanese 
would want to receive some assurance 
that such overtures would have a rea- 
sonable chance of meeting favorable 
consideration. 


Might Influence Navy. 


In this connection it is felt not un- 
likely that the conclusion of such a 
pact, perhaps along the lines of the 
suggested Franco-American treaty, 
might influence Japan’s attitude in her 
demand for a higher percentage. in 
auxiliary warships than the 5-5-3 ratio 
established at Washington for capital 
ships. 

Meanwhile, today’s outstanding de- 
velopment in the convergations now 
going on concerning the proposals for 
naval limitation put forward by the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan, 
was what looked liké a considerable 
weakening in the British attitude of in- 
sisting upon reconsideration of matters 
pertaining to the Washington Treaty, 
such as further reduction in the size of 
battleships. 

The immediate cause of this apppar- 
ent change of front was an offictal noti- 
fication made to the British delegation, 
both by the American and Japanese 
delegates, that they have no authority 
to discuss at Geneva decisions which 
were part of the Washington accord. 


Will Ask Instructions. 


Both delegations agreed after earnest 
representations by the British, to cable 
Washington and Tokyo, asking whether 
it would be possible to examine the 
question of the sizes of battleships, 
cruisers and aircraft carriers, which 
were fixed at the Washington confer- 
ence.

END PRISON STRIKE 


328 Convicts in Kansas 
Hurl Acid and Bricks; 
Many Injured. 


FACTION PROPOSING 
TO SURRENDER WINS 


Guards Who Had Been Held 
in Shaft 77 Hours Without 
Food, Carried Out. 


Lansing, Kans., June 24 (By A. P.).— 
A short, fierce battle within ‘the ranks 
of the 328 mutinous convicts in the 
Kansas penitentiary coal mine resulted 
in victory late today for the forces 
favoring surrender and ended the up- 
rising. 

In the battle about 270 men, driven 
by fear and hunger after 77 hours of 


‘| self-imposed incarceration 720 feet be- 


low ground, allied themselves against 
the 50 strike leaders ‘and overpowered 
them. 

Shortly before the men announced 
their willingness to come to the top, 
Dr. Charles S. Huffman, chairman of 
the State board of administration, had 
assured a spokesman for the convicts 
over the telephone that “we can’t 
promise you anything, except that your 
demands will be considered fairly and 
impartially.” 

The convicts last night had served 
an ultimatum on the board, demand- 
ing more consideration for parole ap- 
plications and greater privileges under 
the prison rules. 


Brought Out Twelve at a Time. 


As the men were brought to the mine 
head, twelve at a time, each group was 
mes by Warden W. H. Mackey, who 
said: 

“You. men go to the laundry, and take 
a bath and change clothes. Supper 
will be ready for you just as soon as 
possible.” 

Nothing else was said to the con- 
victs. | 

Several of the mutineers were carried 
from the mine hojst, . Some .were.sick, 
others showed unmistakable evidence 
of the underground fight.

IN ANNUAL CHARGE 


1928 Fiscal Period Are 
Forecast in Report. 


Owners of real estate and tangible 
personal property will be required to 
pay 9 per cent more in taxes during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 than they 
paid during the twelve months ending 
the same day, or approximately 
$1,582,000, as the result of the action 
of the Commissioners yesterday in fix- 
ing the 1928 tax rate at $1.70 on each 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

The tax bill to owners of these two 
kinds of property for the current fiscal 
year, it was estimated a year ago by 
the auditor, Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, 
would be $18,752,000. Collections are 
not yet completed, so that it is not 
known how much actually will have 
been paid. In his report to the Com- 
missioners yesterday recommending & 
tax rate he estimated that the 1928 tax 
bill of these owners would be §20,- 
334,000. 

The rate fixed by the Commissioners 
is 5 cents in excess of the sum named 
by the trade bodies as the maximum 
they would approve, and, it is said, 
paves the way for an increased tax rate 
for 1929 as recommended by the citi- 
zens’ advisory council. Tt was the rate 
named as his recommendation in Don- 
ovan’s report, but it can hardly be said 
to be really his recommendation, as the 
Commissioners considered yesterday 
“vhat tax rate it would be well for him 
to recommend. 


Assessed Value Increased. 


Figures on the new tax rate as come 
pared with the one for the present fis- 
cal year are misleading, since there ap- 
pears to be a reduction. The reduc- 
tion is only in the rate, for the assessed 
value of property has been increased 
during the year. The 1927 tax rate 
was fixed at $1.80, to apply to a total 
of real estate and tangible personal 
of $1,042,000,000 of assessed valuation 
property. But the $1.70 tax rate for 
1928 will be applied to a valuation of 


} $1,252,000,000, thus turning the appar- 


ent decrease of taxes into an increase 
of $1,500,000. 

In his report Donovan says that total 
revenue credits of the District for this 
fiscal year, partly estimated, have ‘been 
$34,295,870, including the $9,000,000 
contribution of the United States. 

Total obligations for the year were 
$32,710,752, leaving a balance to the 
credit of the District of $1,585,118, 
which is to say that the $1.80 tax rate 
for 1927 produced in excess of the needs 
for the year a Sum nearly identical with 
the increased tax burden placed on the 
property owners for 1928 in the new 
rate. Instead of applying this sum to 
reduction of the 1928 tax bill, however, 
it is to be applied to make up a half- 
million dollar deficit in the “cash 
fund” of the District, and, in addition 
thereto, to increase that fund from the 
$3,000,000 proposed five years ago, to 
$3,558,297. Donovan adds that it may 
have to be still further increased before 
long. 

Expects Increased Expenses. 


The auditor reported to the Com- 
missioners that he expects that sup- 
plemental appropriations amounting 
to $1,700,000, in addition to the bud- 
get, will have to be asked for during 
the coming fiscal year and that much 
more than this will have to be re- 
quested if it is proposed to expend 
money for an airport, a new farmers’ 
market, a new group of municipal 
buildings and extension of Fourteenth 
street ta the Walter Reed Hospital 
Grounds.

Commenting on the activities of the 
association, Col. J. Miller Kenyon, local 
attorney and president of the Lawyers 
Club of Washington, said that “any 
citizen would be justified in shooting 
to kill any person who ventured within 
the precincts of a private residence for 
the purpose of spying, without proper 
court authority.” Kenyon said that 
“some winged angels would bear inves- 
tigation.” 

Senator William Cabell Bruce, of 
Maryland, issued a statement yesterday 
in which he said that “if the Volstead 
act and the eighteenth amendment had 
any true moral sanction behind them, 
the ordinary agencies of the law would 
amply suffice to assure their enforce- 
ment, and there would be no need 
to assemble such a pack of human 
ferrets.” 


The Rev. W. S. Abernethy, president 
of the association, declared that “in- 
asmuch as all of the Washington news- 
papers have so distorted and twisted 
the facts in regard to the movement, 
we have decided to give no statements 
for publication.”

Federation of Civic Associa- 
tions Hears Complaints 
About Alleged Neglect. 


SPREAD OF SMALLPOX 
BLAMED ON OFFICIALS 


Conditions Created by St. 
Elizabeths’ Piggery Held 
Menace to Families. 


Dr. W. C. Fowler, health officer, and 
the health department of the District 
of Columbia, were subjected to general 
condemnation by delegates to the Fed- 
eration of Civic Associations at a meet- 
ing last night in the board room of the 
District Building, for alleged lack of 
interest in health matters affecting 
negroes in the District. A report made 
by W. H. Lewis, president of the Gar- 
field Association, concerning indiffer- 
ence to bad conditions in Anacostia was 
adopted. 

At the conclusion of reading of 
recommendations of the committee by 


which the report was filed, George T. 


Beason, member of the legislative ad- 
visory council, put the pointed query: 
“Is Dr. Fowler dead?” Mrs. J. A. Rich- 
ardson, delegate of the Ivy City Asso- 
ciation, stated that the refuse plant in 
her locality had caused several cases 
of smallpox to develop. She stated 
that, while the victims of the disease 
had been removed from their homes, 
other residents of these homes were 
permitted to roam at large through the 
neighborhood, spreading the disease, 
instead of being put under quarantine. 
An investigation was ordered. 

The Lewis report stated that in the 
St. Elizabeths Hospital grounds a pig- 
gery is maintained, several thousand 
hogs being kept there, with “surround- 
ing conditions that ‘beggared descrip- 
tion.” Slimy streams from the piggery 
were said to empty into the main 
stream of the creek which runs into 
Sheridan road. A lake or pond, origi- 
nally intended for a septic tank, it was 
stated, is continualy filled with green 
slime and muck from the piggery. Hogs 
are protected from entering this slime 
by a fence. 


Seepage Points Menace. 


Three seepage points, the report 
stated, drain filth into the common 
stream, resulting in flood seasons in 
contamination of a wide area of pri- 
vate property of residents of the ad- 
jacent valley. When asked if Dr. Fowler 
had been approached concerning this 
condition, Mr. Lewis stated that he 
had been requested to investigate the 
matter, but had merely told negro 
residents of the valley to shovel the 
muck back into the stream, when it 
subsided. 

On recommendation of the commit- 
teee a copy of its report as adopted 
was directed sent to the Secretary of 
the Interior, the sanitary engineer of 
the District, the Public Health Serv- 
ice and the Sewer Department. The re- 
port was signed by W. H. Lewis, Jr., 
of the Garfield Association; Gregord W. 
Shaed, of the Pieasant Plains Associa- 
tion, and Robert A. Mason, a delegate, 
who accompanied them on their tour 
of investigation of Anacostia condi- 
tions. 

Constituent citizens associations were 
ordered advised of the edict of the 
Board of Education that gifts shall not 
be received by public schools unless 
formally accepted by the board. That 
this action of the board was “appro- 
priate and timely,” was the. consensus 
of opinion expressed. 


Constitution Amended. 


A constitutional amendment, con- 
taining a section left out of the re- 
cently adopted federation constitution 
by oversight, was adopted, with the dl- 
rection that each association be noti- 
fied of its passage. The amendment 
stated: 

“That each president of each asso- 
ciation shall furnish the secretary of 
this body with a statement of bound- 
ary lines of his association set forth 
and defined; and that, hereafter, all 
associations seeking admission to the 
federation shall furnish the infofma- 
tion as one of the prerequisites for 
such membership.” The amendment 
also contained a penalty clause provid- 
ing loss of membership in the federa- 
tion for failure to comply with its 
terms. 

Investigation showed that the proper 
Officer, John E. Bowles, corresponding 
secretary, had not been duly notified of 
the boundary limits of Benning-Glen- 
dale-Oakland, Deanwood, Garfield, 
Hillsdale, Howard Park, Ivy City, North- 
east Boundary, Pleasant Plains, Public 
Interest of Northeast and Reno associa- 
tions. These associations were directed 
to comply with the constitutional pro- 
vision before the September meeting of 
the association, in lieu of their present 
status as constituent members of the 
federation by report of a credentials 
committee. 


BRIGHTWOOD CITIZENS 
OPPOSE BUS PROJECT 


Association Votes for Reten- 
tion of Trolleys North of Fifth 


and Kennedy Streets. 


By a unanimous vote the Brightwood 
Citizens Association last night passed 
a resolution opposing the application of 
the Capital Traction Co. to the Public 
Utilities Commission for permission to 
substitute bus service for its street 
cats operating north of Fifth and Ken- 
nedy streets northwest. All residents 
of the section were urged by William 
McK.

GREAT AIR TRANSPORT LINE

Col. Lindbergh's flight to New York 
yesterday, it was explained, was for 
“further conferences” in connection 
with his proposed air line. Just who 
he will confer with there was not made 
known, but it was believed that he and 
his associates would visit Wall street to 
arrange for the financing of his vast 
undertaking. 

Speculation was rife after Lindbergh 
had made his announcement. Would 
Lindbergh’s company absorb Coffin’s 
and Robertson’s? Would he seek air 
mail contracts? These were among the 
questions asked, and the answers all 
were speculative, and nothing more. 


Confers With Postal Chiefs. 


That he would go after air mail con- 
tracts seemed a foregone conclusion to 
men who know the flying business. 
These men explained that it was al- 
most impossible to make a profit by 
carrying passengers alone. 

Before he took off yesterday he vis- 
ited the Postoffice Department and held 
a long conference with Postmaster Gen- 
eral New and Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Glover. The latter is in charge 
of air mail. 

As to the question of Lindbergh’s 
company absorbing or amalgamating 
with other air companies, experts 
pointed out that this would have to 
be done if Lindbergh’s company really 
was to be national in scope. 

The National Air Transport Co., car- 
rying mail and freight from New York 
to Chicago and From. Chicago to Dallas, 
is the largest concern of its kind in 
the country today. 

Whether Mayo, the Ford company 
engineer, and Jones, of the Curtiss 
company, would resign their jobs to 
go with Lindbergh, or whether Lind- 
bergh’s company would have some sort 
tof connection with their companies— 
this was another topic for speculation. 

With Lindbergh planning his great 
air line, the question of establishing an 
airport here takes on even greater im- 
portance. There could hardly be any 
doubt that Lindbergh would want to 
have his planes stop here, but the 
question is: Will Washington have an 
airport where his planes may land? 

It seems probable that Lindbergh 


will make his headquarters in Wash- 
ington once he has his air line launched. 
At any rate, he will spend considerable 
time here. 

William P. MacCracken, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce in Charge of 
Commercial Aviation, said yesterday 
that the Department of Commerce 
would do everything possible to help 
Lindbergh. Mr. MacCracken was visibly 
elated over the fller’s plan to organize 
a national air line, because it means 
the fulfillment of a prediction that 
MacCracken has been making for ‘a 
year or more. He has said all along 
that Americans were going to do their 
traveling by air just as soon as some- 
thing happened to give them confidence 
in air travel. And that is what Lind- 
bergh’s feat has done. 

Col. Lindbergh went to bed in Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover's home shortly 
before 1 o’clock yesterday morning. - By 
8 o’clock he was dressed and starting 
out for a series of important confer- 
ences. He first went to the State De- 
partment to call on Secretary Kellogg. 
Word of his coming spread and soon 
he was surrounded by admiring crowds, 


Makes Flight to New York. 


Leaving the State Department, he 
went to the Carlton Hotel. There he 
conferred with Mr. Coffin, Mr. Hender- 
son, his backers and others, and the 
tentative plans for a national air line 
were adopted. He then went to the Post- | 
office Department, and from there back 
to the Hoover home. 

Col. Lindbergh left the Hoover home 
about 2:30 o’clock and motored to 
Bolling Field. He gave out his pre- 
pared statement just before he got into 
an Army pursuit plane and he was 
beaming with smiles as he did so. 

Col. Lindbergh took off at 3:35. and 
arrived in New York two hours later. 
He was accompanied by tlie two men 
who are almost constant companions 
in the air—Capt. St. Clair Street and 
Maj. Thomas G. Lanphier, both noted 
aces in the World War. 

Those who are to be with Col. Lind- 
bergh in New York took off in a big 
Fokker transport plane a half hour 
earlier. This plane, similar to Com- 
mander Byrd’s America, carried Col. 
Hanford MacNider, Assistant Secretary 
of War, and Mrs. MacNider, F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary of War, 
and Lindbergh’s backers, Knight, Bixby 
and Robertson. 


BIG COMET MAY SEND 
SHOWER OF METEORS 


Pons-Winnecke to Be Nearest 
on June 27, Dr. C. P. 


Oliver Explains. 


Charlottesville, Va., June 27 (By A. 
P.).—A shower of meteors May accom- 
pany the Pons-Winnecke comet, which 
comes closer to the earth on June 27 
than it has in several decades, it was 
announced here today by Dr. Charles 
P. Oliver, professor of astronomy at the 
University of Virginia, and chairman 
of the meteor committee of the Inter- 
national Astronomical Union. 

“As the orbit of the comet comes 
within three and one-half million miles 
of the earth on June 27, it is at least 
possible that the earth may pass 
through some of the debris of the 
comet’s nucleus, in which case there 
will be a meteor shower of more or less 
intensity,” Dr. Oliver said. “‘Due to the 
fact that the debris may not move in 
exactly the same orbit as the comet, 
the meteors may be seen a few days 
earlier or later than the date of the 
comet’s approach.” 

The meteor stream ’was first seen in 
1916, when the comet, for the first time, 
was shifted near enough to the earth 
to make it possible for the meteors to 
appear. A bright shower of meteors 
was seen in England in 1919. Several 
weeks before meteors were seen by some 
observers and when reported to the 
headquarters of the American Meteor 
Society at the University of Virginia

ALEXANDRIA LEGION

Veterans Consider Plan to 
Restore Gadsby’s and City 
Hotel Property. 


Alexandria Post, No. 24, American

Game Warden Guilty

game club keepers, last February in 
Princess Anne County, was found guilty 
of second-degree murder and his pun- 
ishment fixed at ten years in the State 
Penitentiary by a jury in the Norfolk 
Corporation Court late last night.

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POOLIDGE HITS REPORTS 
OF HERRICK PEACE PACT 


Declares It Impossible That 
Ambassador Is Bringing 
Antiwar Proposal. 


OPTIMISTIC ON GENEVA 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 


Rapid Ctiy, 8S. Dak., June 24.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge knows nothing of a pro- 
posal to outlaw war, which it has been 
reported Ambassador Herrick, of France, 
is bringing to this country, he made 
known today. And he considers it 
highly improbable that the ambassador 
is doing anything like that. Such or 
the like of it has never been done be- 
fore, it was said. 

The ambassador is not expected to 
come out here during his stay in this 
country, it was said, although there 
exists the possibility that he*might do 
so. The President considers that the 
statements of the Secretary of State 
adequately have explajned this coun- 
try’s attitude toward proposals such as 
it is suggested Mr. Herrick is ‘bringing, 
it was said, and there seems to be no 
occasion at this time to reiterate it. 

The Geneva arms conference has got 
away to a good start in the President’s 
opinion and he is optimistic that it 
will prove of practical benefit to the na- 
tions participating. He is refraining, 
however, while the conference is in 
progress, from discussing publicly any 
of the detailed proposals. 

The Lindbergh flight and that of 
Chamberlin and Levine have not altered 
the problem of this country’s defense 
as the President sees it. They have, of 
course, demonstrated that such flights 
can be made, but, in his opinion, these 
exploits do not carry the suggestion 
that an European air force could come 
over here and bomb this country. Air 
bombing fleets would have to operate 
from bases much closer than Europe, 
it was said. 

The President still considers that 
this country is far ahead of other coun- 
tries in the development of commercial 
aviation, not with respect to passenger 
carrying, of course, but in the broad 
field of commercial development, no- 
tably the air-mail service. 

He was presented today with several 
dozen angleworms of the nighthawk 
variety for fishing.

LIFE TERMS ARE BEGUN 


Salem, Oreg., June 24 (By A. P.).— 
Prison gates closed on the three De 
Autremont brothers here today as they 
began serving life sentences for four 
murders committed in the Siskiyou 
Mountain train holdup of October, 
1923. 


While they were being put through 

penitentiary routine and given their 
prison garb they were hanged in effigy 
in Ashland, not far from the scene of 
the crime which each of the brothers 
confessed. 
Popular feeling at Ashland, home of 
Charles O. Johnson, Southern Pacific 
brakeman, and one of the four men 
killed in the holdup, stirred several 
hundred citizens to participate in a 
hanging bee, in which dummies labeled 
Ray, Roy and Hugh, were strung up. 
Ashland people were indignant because 
the brothers had escaped death sen- 
tences. 

On their way to the prison from the 

train the brothers consented to be pho- 
tographed. Ray interposed one condi- 
tion—that one of the pictures be sent 
to his wife, Hazel De Autremont, at 
Hanging Rock, Ohio. 
Their minds freed from the burden 
of the secret they had carried for nearly 
four years, during which they. eluded 
the law, the brothers discussed their 
crime with the officers who brought 
them from Jacksonville. Their carefree 
spirit had vanished, however, when they 
entered the penitentiary gate early to- 
day. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Approximately 2,450,000 circulars con- 


scriptions of the three De Autremont 
brothers were scattered broadcast 
throughout the world in the course of 
the Postoffice Department’s search for 
them, Postmaster General New said yes- 
terday. It might be regarded, he added, 
as the greatest man hunt ever con- 
ducted by postoffice inspectors. 

Who will receive the reward money, 
amounting to $15,900, is not known as 
yet, as under a Federal statute rewards 
can not be paid out until three months 
after conviction.

“SHAME” IS EXPRESSED 


London, June 24 (By A. P.).—TInti- 
mation by the Prince of Wales that he 
would sever his connection with the 


Royal -Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, of which he is 
president, unless it abandoned its pro- 
motion of the antivivisection bill has 
caused a controversy within the society. 

The executive committee, apprised 
of the prince’s attitude, decided to 
abandon support of the bill, but there 
was an uproar over the decision at the 
society’s annual meeting last night, and 
a resolution was adopted expressing re- 
gret at the committee’s action.

Lord Banbury, on the other hand, 
urged that the society’s greatest value 
lay in its instituting prosecutions for 
cruelty, and said that if his royal high- 
ness withdrew from the society, such 
prosecutions would be weakened in 
court.

SAILING FROM SHANGHAI 


Nanking General’s Men Form 
South of Shantung Line, 
It Ils Reported. 


Shanghal, June 24 (By A. P.).—The 
launching of a drive on Peking by 
southern Chinese forces is believed 
here to be signalied by military advices 
to the Nanking nationalist government 
saying troops of Marshal Feng Yu- 
Hsiang, military commander of the 
radical nationalist government of Han- 
kow have crossed the Yellow (Hoang- 
Ho) River in northeast Honan province. 
They are entering Chihl! province, in 
which Peking is situated and which is 
held by Chang Tso-Lin, northern gen- 
eralissimo. 


The ‘troops of Gen. Chiang Kal-Shek, 
military leader of the Nanking (mod- 
erate) nationalist government, are 
forming south of the Shantung border. 

The United States transport Chau- 
mont, carrying 1,150 marines, sailed 
this afternoon for Tientsin, Chihli 
province. 

On his arrival at Shanghai from Pe- 
king yesterday, Brig. Gen. Smedley D. 
Butler said foreign forces at Peking 
and Tientsin expected that the na- 
tionalists, in their drive on the two 
cities, would arrive some time between 
July 1 and 15. The foreign authori- 
ties are making preparations to meet 
any antiforeign outbreaks. Gen. But- 
ler said he was planning to return to 
the north in the near future. 


Chaos Develops at Canton. 


Canton, China, June 24 (By A. P.).— 
Chaotic conditions are developing here 
in .connection with opposition by labor 
elements to the antired activities of the 
authorities. Strong military patrols 
guard the city and machine guns have 
been mounted at the railway stations 
and in the artificial Island of Shameen, 
where the foreign quarter is located. 

The situation is aggravated by the 
boycott against British shipping which 
has followed the closing of headquar- 
ters of the seamen’s organization at 
Hongkong by British authorities. Anti- 
British posters in support of the boy- 
cott are on display and placards signi- 
fying “running dogs” and “imperialists” 
are making their appearance on the 
property of passengers arriving from 
Hongkong. 

Detachments of police, fire engines 
and armored cars are in readiness to 
cope with any demonstration in 
Shameen. 


British Drive Off Chinese Band. 


Chinkiang, China, June 24 (By A. P.). 
Fifty Chinese Nationalist troopers to- 
day attempted a raid on the steamer 
Lungwo, said to belong to Jardine, 
Matheson & Co. They were driven off 
by a detachment from a British de- 
stroyer. The Chinese fired on the de- 
tachment without inflicting any casual- 
ties. 

Foochow, China, June 24 (By A. P.). 
Strong anti-Japanese feeling has arisen 
here following the landing of Japanese 
troops at Tsingtao. Chinese marines 
are guarding the Japanese consulate.

Is Coldly Received Here 


Suggested Agreement Would Extend Arms Treaty Be- 
yond 1936, it Is Asserted—Fiailure to Include 
Definite Tonnage Total Also Criticised. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The British proposal at the Geneva 
naval limitation conference that 10,000- 
ton cruisers of Great Britain and the 
United States be replaced ultimately 
with 7,500-ton vessels, and that 7,500 
tons be agreed upon as the maximum 
in the future was received in official 
quarters here without evident enthu- 
siasm. 
First criticism of the plan was that 
such an agreement necessarily would 
carry beyond 1936, the date possible for 
termination of the Washington arms 
treaty with which the hoped-for Geneva 
pact would be conterminous. 
Heavier cruisers of both countries 
will not reach the replacement age un- 
til after 1936, it was pointed out, with 
the added objection being expressed 
that the naval strength of the princi- 
pal powers may be radically changed at 
the 1931 conference to be held by the 
Washington treaty signatories. 
Emphasis again was placed yesterda7 
on the fact that the British proposal 
does not include a definite tonnage to- 
tal for cruisers which is a specific rec- 
ommendation in the American plan. lt 
was recognized also that Great Britain 
requires many, but small, cruisers to 
maintain her colonial contacts, while 
the United States possibly could better 
meet its needs with few, but large, ships 
of wide steam radius. 

The State Department professed yes- 
terday to be without private knowledge 
of how far the British and Japanese, 


who have submitted limitation pro- 

widely divergent from the 
American plan, will press then in the 
conference but it was generally as- 
sumed by officials that concessions 
would soon be made by the two other 
powers. 

Ambassador Hugh Gibson, chairman 
of the conference, has not yet given the 
department his own views on the situ- 
ation, that fact leading some officials 
to the belief that concessions might 
now be developing and that Gibson is 
awaiting their crystallization before 
communicating with Washington. 

The British Embassy here yesterday 
issued this statement: 

“A recent cablegram from Geneva 
dated June 22, states that it has been 
revealed there that if the standard tons 
system established at the Washington 
Conference is applied to British battle- 
ships and other warships their tonnage 
is greater than appears in British 
records. But, as is well known, to all 
naval authorities dealing with disarma- 
ment, the British system of measure- 
ment was specially allowed for in the 
Washington treaty which states that 
“vessels now completed shall retain 
their present ratings of displacement 
tonnage in accordance with their na- 
tional system of measurement. 

“However, in order to unify the vari- 
out national standards a system of 
measuremnet now appears to have been 
adopted at the Geneva Conference 
which gives British vessels a slightly 
increased tonnage.”

both governments will adhere to the 
original mandates handed to their dele- 
gates. 


As for the American delegation, it 
seems united in the conviction that any 
decision to revamp the Washington 
Treaty at Geneva would be nothing 
short of tragic and certain to meet the 
condemnation of the American govern- 
ment and people. 

W. C. Bridgeman, head of the Brit- 
ish delegation, told the press today that 
he believed it Great Britain’s duty to 
obtain a reduction in the sizes of all 
types of warships. 

Viscount Cecil also gently insisted 
that reconsideration of the sizes of war- 
Ships fixed at Washington would not 
constitute scrapping the Washington 
treaty, but would be merely an agree- 
ment among the three interested na- 
tions that they would not exercise their 
full rights under that treaty. 

“Any tripartite agreement,” he added, 
“would make it easier for France and 
Italy to adhere to it at a later date.” 


U. S. Equality Opposed. 


Mr. Bridgeman declined to say 
whether Great Britain would approve 
cruiser parity with the United States 
other than the 10,000-ton cruisers by 
the Washington agreement, saying the 
question was still under discussion. 
This statement was felt to indicate 
clearly that the United States can not 
yet count upon British willingness to 
admit the American right to have the 
same total tonnage in cruisers as Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Gibson, explaining the American | 
project, declared it involved real econo- 
mies, greater than would result from 
merely reducing the size of individual 
Ships because the United States was 
willing to go as low as any of the na- 
tions at the conference in limiting total 
tonnage. 

The American delegation seems con- 
vinced that it will be backed solidly by 
public opinion in the United States 
both in resisting any attempt to reopen 
the Washington treaty or to remove 
equality between Great Britain and the 
United States in their navies of the 
future.

Formation of committees of experts 
to study limitation of cruisers, destroy- 
ers and submarines was decided on at 
today’s meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the naval conference.

British Supremacy Demanded. 


A passionate plea for British su- 
premacy on the seas was printed in a 
local newspaper today. The article 
bore the name of “Admiral B.” This 
personage is exciting much curiosity 
in naval conference circles. His ar- 
ticles are appearing daily, but his iden- 
tity has not been made known. Rear 
Admiral A, F. Beal is here with the 
British delegation, but a spdResman 
denied today that any member of the 
British delegation was contributing to 
the press 

Remarking that the Americans “sur- 
rendered their supremacy at the Wash- 
ington parley when they. consented to 
scrap numerous battleships,” “Admiral 
B.” asserts in today’s article that the 
Americans have done little warship 
construction since the conference, es- 
pecially because they find difficulty in 
obtaining crews for new vessels. This, 
he declares, is one of the main reasons 
for the American suggestion of low 
limits on auxiliary warship tonnage. 

If England accepted parity with the 
Americans in battleships at the Wash- 
ington conference, according to “Ad- 
miral B.,” it was because the English 
people were bearing a terrible burden 
of taxes. 

“All this now is changed,” continues 
the writer, “and England with her im- 
mense colonial empire and imperative 
need of seeking food supplies overseas 
wishes to conserve the maritime hege- 
mony which permitted her during cen- 
turies to survey millions of miles of 
maritime routes. Therefore, England 
must needs have numerical naval 
superiority over all maritime powers 
and a considerable superiority over the 
United States.”

Court Dismisses Plea Against 
Acquiring Land as Emi- 


nent Domain. 


Philadelphia, June 24 (By A. P.).— 
The Philadelphia Electric Co.’s right to 
acquire the last four parcels of land 
necessary to the completion of its 
$52,000,000 water power plant at Con- 
owingo, Md., was upheld today in an 
opinion by Federal Judge Oliver B. 
Dickinson. 

Judge Dickinson dismissed the plea 
of James C. Colgate, New York stock 
broker, owner of the land, for an in- 
junction to restrain the public service 
and the water and power resources 
board of Pennsylvania from authorizing 
the electric company to seize the lots 
under the right of eminent domain. 

The court ruled that the Pennsyl- 
vania authorities had the power to 
grant the right of eminent domain for 
any project affecting the welfare of the 
people of the Commonwealth, despite 
the fact that the engineering problems 
of the project made it necessary to 
place the dam and the actual power 
plant across the State line in Maryland.

will now be content to die in his boots 
at the work which he has begun. 


“Crime is low. Health is good. There 
is no hunger. ‘The masses appreciate 
all we have been doing for them. The 
leaders talk a lot of hot air and the 
people in general want independence, 
but they are not prepared to as- 
sume it.” 

All the rubber can be grown there 
that is needed in this country, he said. 
The islands are rich “beyond imagina- 
tion” and if not protected they will 
be badly exploited. One thousand lep- 
ers have been cured, and it is expected 
to cure the 5,600 others. 

“If we can stop this, it will be worth 
the cost of the Philippine war,” he 
said, “just as the control of yellow 
fever was worth the cost of the Cuban 
war.” 

And so he wants to go back and re- 
main as long as the “President wants 
me,” and the President has decided to 
let him go.

“The apparent impossibility of there 
being a sufficiently unanimous accord

with the other twelve guards, locked in 
the electric shop. They knew nothing 
further of the progress of the mutiny 
until 4 o’clock this afternoon when 
convicts came to the shop, broke out 
the windows and told them there had 
been a battle, and that the mutiny was 
over. 

During the battle, it was learned, the 
obstinate mutiny leaders seized. two 
gallon jugs of acid and fought the 
others with this. Several men sus- 
tained acid burns. 

When word reached the surface that 
the men were ready t6 come up, the 
night guards were called to reinforce 
the day guards about the mine top. 
The 100 guards, all equipped with shot- 
guns, stood guard over the top as the 
hoists began bringing the men out. 


Had Water But No Food. 


The electric shop, in which the 
guards were locked,-was only 10 by 12 
feet in dimension, and the guards were 
forced to lie down most of the time, 
they said. 

“We had some water, but no food,” 
Heslop related. 

“Now and then we would see men 
pass the window. They were carrying 
long knives, but as they were masked 
we could not tell who they were.”

Carter was convicted of Dr. Searles’ 
murder and sentenced to die after he 
had carried out a week’s “reign of ter- 
ror” in Omaha by nocturnal shooting 
affrays with a small caliber revolver 
equipped with a silencer. 


Carter, who is said to have a pub-- 
licity complex, was obviously pleased - 


when reporters interviewed him just 
before he entered the death chamber. 

He confessed to 43 murders while 
talking to reporters, most of them ob- 
viously fictitious.

Pilgrims to Break Ground 
Tomorrow for New Church 


Character of Medieval Abbey Will Be Embodied in 
Exterior Apearance of Three Units—More Than 
$200,000 Subscribed For Structure. 


Culminating a nine-year struggle, the 
Rev. Robert F. Campbell, moderator of 
the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Ohurch in the United States, to- 
morrow afternoon will break the first 
ground for the erection of the new 
Church of the Pilgrims, which will oc- 
cupy a commanding site at the point 
where Florida avenue enters the Rock 
Creek parkway on the north side of the 
P street bridge. 

The new church will be in three 
units, church, Sunday school build- 
ing and manse, and an attempt has 
been made to embody in the exterior 
appearance of the group something of 
the character of a medieval abbey. 
Recreation rooms, a Boy Scout room 
and other meeting rooms are included 
in the church basement, with bowling 
alleys in the Sunday school building. 

Services in the present church at 
3:30 o’clock will precede the ground- 
breaking exercises. 

The Rev. Dupuy Holladay, moderator 
of the Presbytery of Potomac, will give 
the invocation. 

The Rev. James H. Taylor, pastor of 
Sister Church, will read from the Old 
Testament, and the Rev. H. Waddell 
Pratt, a former pastor, will read from 
Mrs. Walter K. 
Wilson will sing. Dr. Campbell will 
make the principal address and the 
Rev. William C. White, moderator of 
the Synod of Virginia, will recite a 
prayer. 


To the strains of “Onward Christian 
Soldiers,” the ministers and audience 
then will leave the church and pro- 
ceed to the adjoining land, where the 
ground will be broken for the site of 
the new church by Dr. Campbell. The 
Rev. Frederick Brown Harris, president 
of the Washington Federation of 
Churches, will give the benediction. 
The Rev. Andrew R. Bird, pastor of the 
church, will act as master of cere- 
monies. 


More than $200,000 has been sub- 
scribed for the new church, due chiefly 
to the trip through the South made by 
Dr. Bird in behalf of the church fund. 
Subscriptions have been received from 
all over the country, but particularly 
in the South. Nine years ago the 
church had a 25-foot frontage and 
seated 100 persons. 


The parishioners built an addition 
with their own hands, bringing the 
seating capacity to 300, but the church 
soon outgrew this space and plans for 
the proposed new edifice were started. 
The Rev. John B. Frazier, then chief 
chaplain of the Navy, offered to fill in 
for the preacher while Dr. Bird made 
his trip. 

The building committee which has 
charge of the work includes Dr. Bird, 
Charles W. Warden, Dr. Henry C. Mac-

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WASHINGTON’S EXCESSIVE TAX. 


Acting upon the recommendation of the Dis- 
trict auditor, the Commissioners have set a 
tax rate of $1.70 on each $100 of full value 
assessment upon taxable real estate and per- 
sonal property for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. The new rate is 10 cents lower than 
that for the current year, but in view of the 
increased valuation of real estate, averaging 
20 per cent, the new tax bill actually, District 
officials admit, will show an increase of 9 per 
cent over that for the present year. The $1.70 
figure was fixed by the Commissioners in the 
face of a last-minute concerted protest on the 
part of all trade bodies against any rate in 
excess of $1.65, although since the auditor had 
previously recommended a rate of $1.75, the 
figure as fixed is looked upon as a partial viec- 
tory for the taxpayers. 

Collections under the $1.70 figure are ex- 
pected to reach a total of $20,334,000, as 
against the required sum of $20,034,780. The 
total amount carried by the District appropria- 
tion act for 1928 is in excess of $36,000,000 
to which the Federal Government grants a 
$9,000,000 lump sum and from which are 
deductible appropriations chargeable to cer- 
tain specific funds. 

In the opinion of trade bodies, whose stand 
is fully justified, the rate as fixed is excessive 
and will inflict hardship. Nevertheless, the 
1929 budget will not be able to carry along 
such important projects as a municipal airport, 
a new farmers’ or central market, the develop- 
ment of a plan for a proposed group of munic- 
ipal buildings, or payment of awards in con- 
nection with the extension of Fourteenth 
street. 

The situation should impress forcibly the 
necessity of bringing to a focal point imme- 
diately the fight to have Congress abrogate the 
lump-sum policy. The public, the press, mem- 
bers of Congress—every organization and 
every individual should combine forces in this 
fight for municipal justice. In view of the 
vast amount of Federal-owned nontaxable land 
and property within the District, which is 
about to be considerably increased by acquisi- 
tion of the Mall-Avenue Triangle, no member 
of Congress can deny that the Government 
must assume a larger part of District expenses. 
Congress itself is not opposed to assuming a 
just share of the burden, but’ most of its 
members are indifferent and leave the deci- 
sion to a few pinheads who try to make capital 
at home by obstructing the growth of Wash- 
ington. 

The lump sum, no matter what its size, is 
neither just nor equitable. The financial re- 
\iationship between the District and the United 
States should. be on a proportionate basis. 
A 60-40 division would be infinitely better than 
a lump sum, because the proportionate plan 
would take care of fluctuating budgets and 
permit of enlarged appropriations to meet 
the Government’s plans for aggrandizement of 
the National Capital. The just and honest 
thing to do is to restore the old 50-50 pro- 
portion, under which the Capital has de- 
veloped steadily, without injustice either to 
the Government or the local taxpayers. 

When a great taxable area like the Triangle 
is taken over by the Government and made 
nontaxable it stands to reason that the rest 
of the District should not be penalized to 
make up the amount. The Triangle area will 
require police, fire, water, light, paving and 
other municipal improvements, and the Gov- 
ernment should pay for them. 


TEMPTING PROVIDENCE. 


“God helps those who help themselves,” is 
an adage of great antiquity, the truth of 
which has been demonstrated times without 
number in the checkered course of human 
events. The self-help is the important thing, 
because it bespeaks an attitude of mind that 
is: receptive of and favorable to the higher 
inspiration. It will not, however, do to cry 
“Gott mit uns,’’ and then rest supinely on 
one’s oars, leaving the rest of the performance 
to providential interposition. There must be 
cooperation on the human side. Common 
sense tells us that, and tells us further that 
it is in vain to put one’s self deliberately in 
danger and expect to be extricated therefrom 
by-a modern miracle. 

The experience of a certain bee farmer of 
Hanover Neck, near Whippany, N. J., is a 
case in point.

LEONARD WOOD. 


Six years after assuming the task of re- 
vitalizing the almost moribund government of 
the Philippines, Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood is 
If permitted to have his 


Although Gen. Wood first won fame as a 
soldier, it is as a statesman, in the broadest 
sense, that he. has performed invaluable serv- 
ice to the country. When he assumed the task 
of administering the affairs of the islands he 
found a condition of chaos confronting him. 
Bankruptcy threatened the treasury, political 
corruption was rampant, and instability in all 
divisions of the civil government was manifest 
everywhere. 

The task would have staggered a stronger 
man physically than Leonard Wood. He was 
opposed by the political cliques among the 
Filipinos themselves, as well as their propa- 
gandists, who maintained an active lobby in 
Washington and whose constant aim was to 
misrepresent the situation and to distort the 
facts of his administration. But. Gen. Wood 
had met difficulties throughout his whole 
career, and had invariably surmounted them. 
Opposition to his policies served only to stim- 
ulate his activities in behalf of the people 
whom he served while governing them. 

He has repeated in the Philippines his ac- 
complishments in Cuba. There, as military 
governor, he not only built a nation out of a 
wrecked and war-stricken colony but converted 
a hot-bed of yellow fever into the healthiest 
spot in the tropics. : 

But six years of arduous toil and tropic heat 
have undermined Gen. Wood’s health. He has 
returned for a rest, “enfeebled by two major 
operations and the shock of a recent automo- 
bile wreck,” as reported from Seattle. He 
should be permitted to choose for himself 
whether he will return to the islands or re- 
main at home. r 

If Gen. Wood is to retire, President Coolidge 
will have a difficult task in choosing another 
to fill the place. Any man who is “after the 
place” is the very one who should not be 
chosen. President Wilson selected the wrong 
man when he allowed politics to influence him. 
The mistake should not be repeated; nor should 
Gen. Wood be forced to return to Manila 
against his desires. 


The 4-H CLUB CONVENTION. 


The first- annual ‘‘convention” of the 4-H 
Clubs came to an end on Thursday. This is an 
organization of boys and girls of the farms in 
every State. Each year hereafter the four 
from each State whose services in the interest 
of the development of “‘head, heart, home and 
health’ have shone out most conspicuously 
will constitute the national convention at 
Washington. 

The first convention demonstrated that the 
farm boys and girls may still be held to the 
soil, especially if some of the drudgery of farm 
life can be eliminated. That was the object 
of the Department of Agriculture in its enter- 
tainment of the 160 youngsters who were as- 
sembled in the tent city on the department’s 
lawn. The youngsters were shown all the at- 
tractions of the Capital, from the navy yard 
to Arlington and from Mount Vernon to Rock 
Creek Park, and through all the public build- 
ings. 

But the greatest pleasure of all was experi- 
enced when the entire party, packed in big 
buses, was taken to the experiment farm at 
Beltsville, 14 miles out on the Baltimore pike, 
by the officials of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry. It was there that the youthful agri- 
culturists saw the wonderful herds of Hol- 
steins and Jerseys, sheep of a half dozen dif- 
ferent breeds, goats from Spain and §witzer- 
land, fowls by the thousand and guinea pigs 
‘“‘whose eyes drop out if held up by their tails,” 
and learned what Uncle Sam is doing in the 
way of aiding the farmer. 

' The young people learned lessons which can 
not fail to be of benefit to them and others 
“pack home.’’ Unfortunately, the opportunity 
to acquire knowledge of great value was missed 
by other officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture as well as by the long-winded political 
farmers in Congress, who failed.to attend the 
Beltsville lawn party. That unlearned lesson, 


1 so ably taught by the B. A. I. officials, was 


that “the shorter the speech the greater the 
attention.” Not one of the addresses occupied 
more than three minutes, and the shortest, as 
well as the most effective, was delivered by 
that orator who said: ‘‘My speech is short. It 
is also plain. The supply of fried chicken is 
unlimited, as is that of everything else up to 
ice cream, made right here from the milk of 
the cows you have seen. Pitch in!’’ The roar 
of cheering was probably responsible for the 
downpour of rain which descended from the 
ruptured sky just as the 4-H-ers were comfort- 
ably stowed in the buses for the journey back 
to Washiggton. 


‘WILL HE FLY AGAIN? 


It appears from press dispatches dated 
Berlin that Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, having 
failed to induce Levine and Chamberlin to 
part with their airplane, has asked the builders 
of the Spirit of St. Louis to advise him how 
soon it will be possible to deliver to him an 
airplane capable of flying from Germany to 
the interior of the United States. 

This is the same Bergdoll who was born in 
the United States, which he left suddenly 
when his country might have needed him in 
1917. He insists today that his only desire 
is to return to the land of his birth in the 
most dangerous manner known to man in order 
to prove that he has courage. 


It is inconceivable that this young man can 


really desire to return to the United States. 
Had he such a desire he would be instantly 
accommodated upon application to any 
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now sojourning in the German republic whose 
presence on this side of the Atlantic would 
more fittingly subserve the ends of justice. 

There is still an unsettled matter between 
Bergdoll and the War Department, and in 
cases similar to his the military branch of the 
government has an exceedingly long memory. 
Let him come and face the music, but not by 
a fiying stunt. His “flying stunt” of 1917 
was enough. 


COL. LINDBERGH’S PLANS. 


One of the first statements that Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh made on his arrival in Washing- 
ton was in emphasis of the backwardness of 
passenger air transport in the United States as 
compared with Europe. Yesterday Col. Lind- 
bergh, who previously had pledged his future 
to the cause of aviation, announced that he 
and his associates intended to establish a 
“passenger-carrying air transport line that will 
be national in scope.”’ 

With what the Nation now regards as his 
accustomed good judgment, Col. Lindbergh has 
picked the task for which he is eminently 
fitted and in which his efforts may accomplish 
the best results. He will remain in his chosen 
fleld, despite thousands of tempting and flat- 
tering offers 'to commercialize his achievement 
in other ways. His participation in such a 
project, if properly financed and not merely 
promoted, ought of itself to insure its success. 

The development of passenger air transport 
is a national need, not only as an advance in 
transportation but~as a proving ground for 
aviation in time of peace and war. The en- 
thusiasm for aeronautics which Col. Lindbergh 
created could be put to no better service than 
that to which he has now dedicated it. 


BY WAY OF REMINDER. 


The vacationer who visits the offices of the 
railways which start their trains from the 
Union Station is apt to find that there is a 
“waiting list” at each of the counters, for it 
seems that every one who can do so is pre- 
paring to get out of the city at this season of 
the year. Also the clerks at the information 
desks are kept busy from early morning until 
late afternoon in their efforts to aid the de- 
parting traveler in the selection of a destina- 
tion and in laying out the route of the journey. 

Then there is another class of would-be 
vacationers who occupy none of the time of 
the ticket seller or the information clerk. 
This class is an extensive one, which will enjoy 
its brief vacation with just as much zest as 
any of the others, whether destined for the 
mountains, the shore or the national parks. 
This class is composed entirely of tired mothers 
and little children, who can not choose the 
place in which they hope to spend a couple of 
weeks. That is chosen for them by the two 
organizations which for years past have filled 
the roles of chaperon, guide and purser. 

They are the summer outings committee of 
the Social Service House, of which Mr. John 
Joy Edson is the treasurer, and the Salvation 
Army, whose funds are administered by 
Thomas P. Hickman. 

The former maintains two camps, Camp 
Pleasant and Camp Good Will, and the latter 
offers “‘a good investment” to any one who 
has a dollar or two to invest in ‘“Happyland,” 
its fresh air camp at Patuxent. But the 
pursers can not function without something 
in their purses. Those who are anticipating 
a few weeks of happiness could well afford to 
leave behind a few dollars with which some 
tired mother and her little ones could spend 
a week out-of-doors. The cost of a day’s stay 
at Atlantic City would enable either of the 
organizations to provide a week in the woods 
for some poor mother and her baby. 


NO ECLIPSE IN SIGHT. 


Some one has circulated the report that 
‘“‘we are to have an eclipse of the sun on the 
29th instant which will be visible all over the 
Eastern part of the United States,” the totality 
of the covering of the orb being scheduled for 
16 minutes and 50 seconds after 7 o’clock. 
Undoubtedly many people will get up early 
next Wednesday morning in the hope of wit- 
nessing the phenomenon. They will all be 
disappojnted, as the “light of the world” has 
no intention of hiding himself from residents 
of the United States at any time during the 
present year. 

Those who are laboring under the miscon- 
ception are advised that the Naval Observatory 
says that “the total eclipse of the sun will be 
visible on June 29 only in England and Nor- 
way. There will be a partial eclipse visible 
throughout Europe and in parts of Greenland 
and Alaska. But in no part of Canada or the 
United States will it be possible to observe the 
event. There is a great deal of excitement 
over the prospect manifest in England, for 
the reason that it is the first total eclipse of 
the sun to be observed there within the mem- 
ory of any living man.’’ 
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Washington wants to be careful that it is 
not simply a hot airport.

Post. Am helping to raise a nephew, 
now 11 years old, and although I am 
unable to go out (being an invalid), am 
doing my best for him. Again thank- 
ing you for your past favors, and your 
interesting subjects, both over radio

Which goes to prove, does it not, 
that not always are the strong of 
heart the ones who wear their strength 
on the sleeves of their coats? To be 
raising a boy, especially during these 
rather trying and strenuous days of 
youth’s emancipation, and be confined 
to the house because of invalidism 
seems to be an undertaking requiring

But should it, to 
do you justice, by chance not be that 
if too much of nothing to do is what 
ails you—then you need to see. yéeur 
physician, whose services you doubtless 
require far more than you require 
mine. If your ailment is caused by 
some physical disorder, and I do not 
say that this cannot be the case, then 
you possibly have an excuse to com- 
plain, but you must, in fairness to your 
self and'to your husband, make a de- 
cided effort to overcome your difficulty, 
whether physical or not-—for my dear, 
from the bottom of my heart may I say 
to you that nothing is less admired in 
this life than a complaining whimper- 
ing woman—unless perhaps it is that 
unfortunate type which, enjoying ill 
health, (I repeat, enjoying it)—Ainflicts 
her several imagined maladies upon the 
world at large. 


Now for some corned beef—lest we 
forget entirely the p'rpose of our col- 
umn. 

As for the extract and the vinegar, 
we dislike exceedingly to recommend a 
-particular brand of any one or two 
products, for there are many good 
products on the market that are as 
deserving as the one we might select. 
But if you will communicate with a 
grocer who makes a specialty of dry 
stuffs, extracts and the like, I feel that 
you can safely take his recommenda- 
tion as to a reliable and well-made 
vanilla, and also a good, strong vine- 
gar. As for the corned beef that you 
have not been able to purchase minus 
a quantity of fat. In the first place, 
the meat that is near the bone and 
supplied with plenty of fat,is always 

referable to meat that has no fat. 

ery lean, dry meat has little value 
because it has little of flavor or ten- 
derness. If you wish to attempt the 
recipe that we shall give in a moment, 
do so by all means, but select a bris- 
ket of beef and corn it—you will’ be 
leased with the result, and it will cut 
as great advantage as any -meat 
that, because of the necessary fat 
present, is good. This recipe is very 
old and I think you will find it a 
very good one. 


The Corning of Beef. 
(Marion Harland.) 

Rub each piece of beef well with 
galt mixed with one-tenth part of salt- 
petre until the salt lies dry upon the 
surface. Put aside in a cold place for 
24 hours, and 


Put away again until the next day 


Tepeat the process, | 
rubbing in the mixture very thorough- | 


by which time the pickle should be 
ready. 

5 gallons of water. 

1 gallon of salt. 

4 ounces saltpetre. 

1% pounds brown sugar. 

Boil this brine ten minutes, let it 
get perfectly cold, then pour over the 
beef, having wiped the latter entirely 
dry. Examine the pickle from time 
to time to see if it keeps well. If not, 
take out the meat without delay. Dry 
it, and rub in dry salt, covering it well 
until you can prepare new and 
stronger brine. 

I remember that once my butcher 
spoke of having a piece of beef in 
brine for a period of four days. He 
tried to sell me the corned beef, s0 
it must have been, in his opinion, 
sufficiently corned to serve my pur- 
pose. I must admit that I am not 
by any manner of means versed in the 
proper length of time to corn beef, 
and wish you would ask your particular 


butcher for the information when next | 


you talk with him, as I feel that his 
opinion will far outweigh my own.

PERMANENT BUS FARE 
RAISE ASKED IN BRIEF 


Utilities Commission Would 
Have Power of Reduction, 
Lawyer Says. 


Attorney George P. Hoover yesterday 


| filed with the Public Utilities Commis- | 


sion a brief in answer to that of Peo- 
ple’s Counsel Ralph Fleharty and pro- 
testing against Fleharty's suggestion 
that the commission increase bus fares 
for the Washington Rapid Transit Co. 
only for a six-month trial period. 

Hoover took issue with Fleharty’s im- 
plication that the company’s losses 
were caused by increased operating ex- 
penses to a degree not beyond the of- 
ficials’ power to prevent. He said the 
higher operating cost per bus mile was 
not the fault of the company, because 
it resulted from reduction of mileage 
resulting from loss of business and that 
overhead charges could not be reduced 
correspondingly. He protested against 
the bus mile being used as a unit in 
comparing operating costs of the local 
bus concern with those in other cities. 

The increase to a straight 10-cent 
fare, from: the present arrangement of 
three tokens for 25 cents, Hoover said. 
should be made on a permanent basis, 
the commission having authority to re- 
duce it again at any time, whereas a 
six-month trial period to ascertain 
advantages to accrue to the public was 
too short.

Bids on Sewers Today 


The Engineering Department of the 
District government will advertise to- 
day for sealed proposals for $131,000 
new sewers. The bids will be opened 
July 26. 

There are twelve projects in the list 
of proposed sewers, including the Spring 
road relief sewer in Spring road north- 
west between New Hampshire avenue 
and Thirteenth street, and the Soap- 
stone Valley storm water sewer, from 
Thirty-sixth and Yuma streets. to 
Thirty-eighth and Warren streets 
northwest, to carry away surface water 
from surrounding territory.

Visiting cards are not necessary till a 
boy or girl has reached an age when 
lt is expected that more or less formal 
visits will be paid. That age depends 
a little upon personality; also upon 
the position a girl or boy holds in the 
community. A girl at 16 might, by the 
death of her mother, find herself vir- 
tually at the head of her father’s 
house. She might have to leave her 
cards and his at the houses of people 
whom he wished her to visit. If she 
were childish for her age, she might 
be unequal to playing hostess, but she 
might still manage his domestic affairs. 
A boy of the same age might appear 
so grown-up that he would early be 
playing a man’s part in life. Ordinarily 
speaking, however, a girl does not need 
visiting cards till she either comes out 
in society or into the world of busi- 
hess affairs. Her cards should always 
have “Miss” before her name. A boy’s 
should always have “Mr.” Cards with 
just the Christian and surname—"Ma- 
bel Lee,” “Albert Stone”—always look 
undistinguished. 

As for introductions, the girl who 
wrote to me knew perfectly well how 
she should introduce her friend to her 
family, and her simple, “Mother, this is 
my friend, Lillian Mason,” was per- 
fect. It would not be necessary to say 
more. In the case of introducing her 
brother to her friend, she would say 
(reversing the first order of names), 
“Lillian, this is my brother, Jack.” 
Even if Jack were older she would do 
this—unless, of course, he were an 
elderly man—for the man is introduced 
to the woman by custom. In making 
young people of the same age known to 
each other when they are as young as 
she indicates, I really think the boy- 
and-girl note is a much better one to 
sound than the pretended-grown-up 
one, and I should say, “Lillian, these 
are Tom and Harry Brown.” It seems 
more simple and appropriate.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

DON’T TAKE TOO MUCH WHEN YOU 
GO ON A. HIKE. 

HIS is the season of the year when 
T people are planning their summer 
outings. Many of them will go on 
long hikes of one sort or another. in 
fact, a moderate number of hikers are 
already on the roads. Those I meet have 
generally overdone things in the matter 
of luggage. They proclaim themselves 
tenderfeet by the amount and variety 
of stuff they pack. But this is not the 
only evidence they give of tender feet 
in another sense. 

They should consider Lindbergh, the 
man who went to Europe equipped with 
one comb, two sandwiches, and a bottle 
of water. Why, he even had to rustle 
@ toothbrush. Unfortunately, he washed 
his hair the day before he started, 
therefore he thought it safer to take a 
comb. There is no evidence that he 
used his comb once in crossing the At- 
lantic. It was when the ladies began 
to crowd around in Paris that he work- 
ed the comb and called for brilliantine. 


We have his own word for it that he 
carried too much baggage—as little as 
he had. He said he ate but one-half 
@ sandwich and half the water was 
wasted. If Lindbergh made the most 
famous voyage in history equipped 
with a comb and a couple of sandwiches 
why should a hiker who plans for a 
day on the road carry all the equip- 
ment that one sees hung on him? 

A hiker is just as strong as his feet. 
When he limps in at night it is the

feet that are complained of. The ex- 
perts in the United States Army have 
worked out mathematically the great 
extra strain on the feet which carrying 
@ heavy pack entails. 

As I see them they are too heavily 
shod. The shoes they wear are broad 
in the heel, and, as a rule, broad in 
the toe. These are both admirable 
qualities, but the sole is too heavy. The 
shoe weighs too much to be lifted and 
carried forward with each step without 
fatiguing the leg and foot muscles. 


It is the fashion for hikers to wear 
leather puttees. I know of nothing 
that is more uncomfortable than put- 
tees. After one has walked for several 
hours wearing puttees he will have more 
than one painful sore spot. Old-fash- 
ioned boots with-tops are much more 
comfortable. Some people wear the 
doughboy’s puttee. This is bad enough, 
but it is a great improvement over 
leather. 

For most service ordinary trousers 
hamper the leg least of all. Knee trous- 
ers with stockings or socks are much 
better than puttees. In rare instances 
the going is bad enough to make some 
kind of leg wrap helpful. 

I notice many of them trailing along 
with arms bared two-thirds of the way 
up and some of them bareheaded. Too 
much sunlight is poisonous to untanned 
people. 

And then there is that heavy knap- 
sack containing a night bag, beauty box 
and all the conveniences of home.

right; bend to right; upright, and bend 
backward. These movements should 
be done at least eight times.

Dear Viola Paris: What can 1 do to 
make my large bony knees less con- 
spicuous? I also have a scrawny neck; 
what can I do for it? Is there any- 
thing that will correct bow legs? How 
can I correct round shoulders?

Answer—Bow legs are sometimes 
difficult to overcome after one is fully 
grown, but exercise is helpful and will 
finally produce results if faithfully 
followed. Lie flat on your back and 
stretch your legs straight before you. 
Bring the knees together and, keeping 
them in that position, force the feet 
together as closely as possible. Bring 
the feet outw--d and together again 
as though they were scissors. This 
exercise to have any noticeable effect 
must be done twenty times in the 
morning and twenty times at night. 
Simply holding on to the back of the 
bed and stretching the legs straight 
before you as hard as possible is help- 
ful. The leg squat, done with the legs 
well turned out, is excellent. The bony 
knees will also respond kindly to ex- 
ercise. Lying flat on your back, draw 
the knees close to the chest, hold 
them in this position for a minute, 
and stretch out straight again. Re- 
peat ten times. The knees may be 
massaged with lanolin or cocoa-butter 
every night. 

The scrawny neck and round shoul- 
ders are not such a problem. 

(1) Bend the head forward and ro- 
tate it slowly. Repeat eight times. 

(2) Raise the shoulders as close to 
the lobes of the ears as possible and 
lower them again. This exercise should 
be done with precision and vigor. - All 
exercises with dumbbells are excellent. 
Lanolin is also suitable for massage on 
the neck, which should be done with 
a firm rotary movement of the paim 
of the hand. Correct posture prevents 
or straightens round shoulders. Stand 
with your head high, your chest out 
and shoulders thrown back as far as 
you can get them. At odd moments 
during the day try to touch your el- 
bows in back of you, and beware of 
slumping in your chair.

Wins Over 
Yale 


Eli Oarsmen Falter at 
Start and Lose by 
Half a Length. 


Crimson Is Defeated 
in Freshman and 
Junior Races. 


EW LONDON, Conn., June 24 (By 

A. P.)—Leading from start to 

finish of a thrilling 4-mile race, 
Harvard’s varsity swept out of the 
shadows of defeat this evening to con- 
quer Yale for the, first time in seven 
years in the climax tvent of America’s 
most historic college regatta. 

The crimson’s stalwart, fighting eight 
won by fully three-quarters of a length 
in the long drive down the Thames 
River. Most, if not all of this margin, 
was gained when momentary disaster— 
the catching of a “crab’—hit the Eli 
shell and virtually put it out of the 
race with a mile to go, just when it 
seemed to be overhauling the Cam- 
bridge crew. 

It was a brilliant triumph for Har- 
vard’s sturdy sons, the first they have 
known in this classic since 1920, but it 
was also a heart-breaking defeat for a 
Yale boat that entered the race a slight 
favorite and might have won for the 
seventh successive year but for the up- 
set that threw it out of gear for a few 
precious seconds. 


This sudden and dramatic break 
in the heralded Eli machine, the 
product of the same “system” that 
had sent two crews, the freshman 
and junior varsity, to sensational 
and record-smashing triumphs over 
Harvard in the preliminary races 
earlier in the day, came at a mo- 
ment when the Elis, coming from 
behind, seemed to be cutting down 
Harvard’s lead with swift sureness. 


To observers along the banks and in 
the observation trains, it seemed that 
the Eli No. 6, Dana Bartholomew, of An- 
sonia, Conn., lost his stroke, failing to 
get his oar out of the water as he 
caught what oarsmen figuratively call 
a “crab.” Instantly the whoie Yale 
shell lost the beautiful precision, the 
rhythm that had been sending it along 
in space-devouring strides. 

Yale had cut down nearly a length 
of Harvard’s carlier margin and was 
within a. quarter-length of being on 
even terms when it appeared to come 
almost to a standstill. Oars flashed, a 
tense silence gripped the thousands of 
spectators on shore and boats, then a 
groan from Yale followers as the Crim- 
son shot ahead again. 

It all took probably less than three 
seconds until the Elis pulled themselves 
together again and dug in their blades, 
but it was enough to give the Crimson 
back its. lost advantage with another 
mile in which to defend it. 


Yale’s prospects unquestionably 
were blasted then and there, but 
the Elis displayed their grit by com- 
ing back to stage a whirlwind, fight- 
ing finish. They did succeed in cut- 
ting down about a quarter of a 
length—some 15 feet— of Harvard's 
margin in the last dash to the rail- 
road bridge through lanes of color- 
ful, tooting craft, but this spurt 
was not enough to seriously men- 
ace Harvard’s lead. 


The Crimson had been waiting ‘a 
long time for this triumph. Oppor- 
tunity, backed by their own prowess, 
faced them and they did not let it 
slip through their fingers. The sturdy 
eight captained by Geoffrey Platt, of 
New York, and stroked by the fiery 
Jack Watts, of Morristown, N. J., had 
shown its power all the way down the 
picturesque course it had rowed stead- 
ily and consistently and it had the 
stamina left to withstand Yale’s final 
but belated challenge, inspired by the

SMITH FINED 
$500 AND 
BANNED 


National League Head 
Suspends. Catcher 
for 30 Days. 


EW YORK, June 24 (By A, P.).— 
President John A. Heydler, of the 
National League, today fined Earl 

Smith, catcher of the Pittsburgh club, 
$500 and suspendid him for 30 days from 
June 18 for what the league executive 
termed “a vicious and brutal. assault 
on a player of: a competing club.” 

Smith has been under indefinite 
suspehsion since he. assaulted Manager 
Dave Bancroft, of the Boston club, in a 
game at Forbes Field, Pittsburgh, | 
Saturday. 

The National League president, in a | 
statement announcing the fine and 
suspension of Smith, after referring to 
the attack as a “violation of the rules 
of the game and of decency on the ball 
field,” summed up “the deplorable in- 
cident.” 


Little or no friction had de- 
veloped, the statement said, until 
Bancroft’s third term at bat in the 
seventh inning, when Smith in an 
undertone addressed. some personal 
remarks to Bancroft and there was 
some dispute between the two on a 
called ball. Bancroft finally was 
given a base on balls. 


On reaching first- the Boston man- 
ager appealed to Umpires McCormick 
and Kiem to complain of Smith’s re- 
marks. 

“Only fragments of what Smith said 
were heard by the umpires,” President 
Heydler’s statement continued, “but 
nothing serious enough to have justi- 
fied them in ejecting Smith from the 
game. Both officials were positive in 
their testimony that they did not hear 
Bancroft use bad language to Smith.

The Washington team didn’t have to 
try very hard today but it couldn’t 
afford to loaf. The Red Sox did not 
quite rouse themselves from their 
slump, even though matters appeared 
propitious in the early part of the con- 
test and, when they failed to hold 
their one run lead, they wilted speed- 
ily as the contest progressed. The Sox 
accepted their sixth defeat of their 
latest streak passively and appeared re- 
signed to their slump.

State Debts Increase. 


The bonded debt of the State gov- 
ernments of the United States has in- 
creased $287,371,144.04 ir the last two 
years and every man, woman and child 
in the country now owes on an average 
of $15.75. These facts are brought out 
in a nation-wide survey just completed 
by the Bank of America, New York, 
which reveals that the State govern- 
ments have a total bonded debt of 
$1,846,113,577.72, or $15.75 per capita. 

Nearly half this huge outstanding 
debt has been incurred within the past 
five years and in the past two years 
alone more than $356,000,000 worth of 
new bonds have been issued, while 
some $68,000,000 worth have been re- 
tired. 

Highway and bridge construction 
is responsible for 45.2 per cent of the 
total indebtedness, the Bank of Amer- 
ica statisticians have found. Actually 
$834,467,058 worth of bonds outstancd- 
ing have been issued for this purpose, 
which is significant in view of the 
comparatively recent large-scale build- 
ing of roads. Soldier bonuses account 
for $271,528,000, or 14.7 per cent of the 
total outstanding debt, while water- 
ways and harbors comes third in the 
list of purposes for bond issues with 
a total of $2322,508,800. or 12.1 per 
cent. Only 1.9 per cent of the total 
debt, according to the bank compila- 
tion, represents expenditures for edu-~ 
cational purposes.

PROMPT ANNULMENT 


Miss Van Rensselaer’s Fraud 
Charge Ruled Unneces- 
sary by Court. 


HUSBAND ALREADY WED, 
3 WITNESSES TESTIFY 


Capital Wife Says That She 
Was Coerced and Given 
False Promises. 


Fifteen minutes of testimony before 
Justice Bailey in Equity Court yester- 
day by three witnesses won for Miss 
Katrina Van Rensselaer, 22 years old, 
an interlocutory decree annulling her 
marriage to Gustavo de Medina, former 
employe of the Spanish Embassy, who 
became her husband at Chestertown, 
Md., on March 5, 1927, following a 
whirlwind courtship which began a few 
days before. 

The decree is based on the charge 
that De Medina, who is now “some- 
where in Europe,” was at that time *‘e 
husband of Miss Dorothy Brumback, of 
Cherrydale, Va., and had not been dl- 
vorced at that time from this wife. 
While the annulment petition as pre- 
‘“gented for Miss Van Renssalaer was 
based on charges concerning both the 
former marriage and alleged fraud and 
coercion, Justice Bailey refused to hear 
testimony concerning the latter charges 
On the theory that if the proof showed 
that a former marriage existed there 
was no need to go into the charges of 
fraud and coercion. 


Charges False Promises. 


Miss Van Rensselaer charged in her 
petition that the marriage at Chester- 
town took place while she was in @ 
highly nervous condition “and in the 
excitement of abnormal circumstances,” 
and that she had been overpersuaded 
by false and fraudulent promises by 
De Medina. Miss Van Rensselaer might 
have explained what she meant by 
these terms had not Justice Bailey 
blocked a question asked by Mr. Brab- 
son, as the latter had asked, “Were you 
in your normal state of mind?” At 
this juncture the court stated that it 
Was only necessary to prove that De 
Medina was the husband of Miss Brum- 
back at the time he married Miss Van 
Rensselaer. 

It appears from the testimony of the 
three witnesses, who were Miss Van 
Rensselaer; her stepfather, Col. John M. 
Dunn, U. 8S. A., of 2791 Connecticut 
avenue northwest, and K. A. Brumback, 
of Falls Church, Va., a brother of Miss 
Dorothy Brumback, that De Medina 
exercised his powers of persuasion over 
two women within a comparatively 
short period. It also appeared from the 
testimony of Col. Dunn that Miss 
Brumback since has had her marriage 
annulled at Peoria, Ill. The marriage 
to Miss Brumback took place at Peoria 
on December 14, 1926. Justice Beiley 
inquired of Brumback concerning the 
grounds set up in the annulment peti- 
tion filed at Peoria and the witness 
answered, “Rather technical grounds, I 
do not think I quite understand them— 
duress, against her will—such things.” 


Knew of Former Marriage. 


Miss Van Rensselaer testified that she 
met De Medina the latter part of last 
February and that she knew of a for- 
mer marriage, but stated that De 
Medina told her that it had been an- 
nulled. She first learnéd that this was 
not so when she read a newspaper clip- 
ping concerning the Peoria marriage, 
she stated. It was understood by both 
Miss Van Rensselaer and De Medina 
that they were not to live together 
after the marriage until his return 
from Europe. De Medina left for Europe 
shortly after the Chestertown marriage 
and mo one connected with the Van 
Rensselaer annulment case has heard 
anything of him since. Not even F, D. 
Davison, an attorney assigned by the 
court to defend De Medina, has heard 
anything concerning him or his exact 
whereabouts, according to the testi- 
mony. 

Miss Van Rensselaer said she ques- 
tioned De Medina concernin the Peoria 
marriage, but failec to obtain from him 
anything in the way of proof concern- 
ing his statement that the marriage 
had been annulled. 


Clipping Relates Marriage. 


Col. Dunn testified that he met De 
Medina on the day of the Chestertown 
marriage and shortly thereafter found 
on the floor of his apartment a news- 
paper clipping concerning the Peoria 
marriage. He questioned the Spaniard 
about the clipping and the later re- 
plied, Col. Dunn stated, “Oh, yes; it’s 
all fixed. It has been annulled.” Col. 
Dunn then demanded proof and De Me- 
dine promised to return the next day 
with his supposed decree of annulment. 
The Spaniard did not come back, Col. 
Dunn stated, and he caused an investi- 
gation to be made. An agent of De Me- 
dina appeared, Col. Dunn stated, and 
made two propositions. One was to per- 
mit the marriage to Miss Van Rens- 
selaer to stand, allow De Medina to go 
to Europe and be followed shortly by 
Miss Van Rensselaer. The other was for 
De Medina to secure an annulment of 
the Peoria marriage, go to Europe and 
be followed there by Miss Van Rensse- 
leer. Both propositions were flatly re- 
jected, Col. Dunn stated. 

The Van Rensselaer annulment peti- 
tion was filed March 18, just thirteen 
days after the Chestertown marriage.

The District Commissioners now 
have another opportunity to plead the 
statute of limitation as a defense 
against claims for refund of assess- 
ments made under authority of the 
Borland amendment which required 


property owners to pay a portion of the 
cost of improving or paving a street. 

The Loughborough Development Cor- 
poration, W. C. ¢; A. N. Miller Develop- 
ment Co., Albert W. Walker, W. Edgar 
Leedy and the heirs of the late Allen 
E. Walker and Blanche P Walker, own- 
ers of property along Massachusetts 
avenue extended near Murdock Mill 
road, filed suit yesterday in Equity 
Court to have assessments totaling 
$3,559.88 canceled on the strength of 
the Knox and Johnson cases, which 
went against the District Commission- 
ers in the Court of Appeals.

Contingent on conditions in Nicaragua 
on the return of the Argonne, a second 
withdrawal of 10 officers and 400 en- 
listed men will be made’ to San Diego, 
Calif. Under similar conditions, a third 
withdrawal of 40 officers and 600 Ma- 
rines to Haiti and Quantico bases will 
be made. 


Coroner’s Jury Holds
